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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The Summer term in this district was taught by Miss Ellen K. 
Abbott of Webster. Miss A. has had much experience in the 
school-room, and has earned a high reputation as a popular and 
successful teacher, which she fully sustained in this school. The 
closing examination was one of the most pleasant that we have ever 
had the pleasure of witnessing. The motto, ‘‘Paddle your own Ca- 
noe,” which was placed over the school-room door, had, apparently, 
been well observed, as each scholar performed his part correctly 
and independently. The progress made in the branches taught.was 


_ rapid and thorough, and the moral deportment and studious habits 


of the scholars, as shown by the teacher’s report, are very commend- 
able. The whole number of scholars attending school this term 
was thirty-six, with an average attendance of thirty; which isa 
better average than is usually found in our larger schools. 

The Winter term was also taught by Miss Abbott, with nearly 
the same success.as attended the Summer school, although the char- 
acter of the school was somewhat different. The final review 
showed that the school had had correct and practical instruction. 
A good amount of oral instruction had been imparted to the young- 
er members of the school. The declamations and recitations given 
at the examination were highly interesting. The average attend- 
ance at this term was very good. There were quite a large num- 
ber of scholars, who had not been absent from school a half day, or 
tardy, or dismissed, during the term of nine weeks. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The school in this district has long enjoyed the enviable reputa- 
tion of being one of the best in town; which we think was fully sus- 
tained at this term, under the instruction of Miss Mary 8. Kimball, 


. 
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of Auburn. Miss K. seemed well qualified for the duties of teach- 
ing, and the school under her charge made very commendable ad- 
vancement. The scholars rank high for scholarship and good de- 
portment as shown by the teacher’s register. The whole number 
of scholars attending during the term was twenty-one, with an aver- 
age of eighteen. . 

Winter term. Walter S. Eastman, teacher. ‘This is an inter- 
esting school. Here we found a class of: scholars, who, although 
‘able to cope successfully with the higher branches, had not out- 
grown the district school. All seemed interested and studious, and 
we are of the opinion that very good progress was made in most of 
the studies pursued this term. A closer regard for certain school 
rules on the part of a few, would have made the appearance of the 
school still better. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


First term, Miss Lucy E. Perry, teacher. We were well pleased 
with the appearance of this school at each visit. Order, one of the 
first requisites of the school-room, seemed perfect, and the closing 
examination proved that the lessons had been welllearned. Decla- 
mations and recitations were creditably introduced with the other 
exercises. The school-room was neatly trimmed, and on its walls 
hung several excellent school mottoes. . 

Second term, E. H. Edmunds, teacher. This school seemed to 
be a success in every particular. A few well advanced scholars at- 
tended. The order, the promptness and thoroughness in recitation, 
* indicated well for both teacher and pupils. This is a district in 
which parents take an interest in their school, and the names of sev- 
eral will be found in the register among the visitors. 


; DISTRICT NO. 4. 


We think there is no district in town where the parents and citi- 
zens, generally, show a greater interest in behalf of their school, or ° 
where a teacher is better sustained, or where scholars evince a more 
earnest desire for improvement, or a more orderly deportment, than 
in district number four. The services of, Miss H. Marian Straw 
were secured for both the Summer and Winter terms. Miss S. sus- 
tains the reputation of being one of our best teachers, and the pro- 
gress made by this school under her instruction, was highly satisfac- 
tory. The review at the close of both terms was creditable to both 
teacher and scholars. At the close of the Winter term we found 
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one of the best reading classes, and the largest and most advanced 
class in Grammar and Arithmetic, that we have had the pleasure 
of reviewing. 

DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Mrs. Clara ©. Rogers, teacher. This is a small school, not far 
advanced, yet, with teachers as patient and faithful as Mrs. R. for 
‘a few terms, will soon rank well with other schools in town. The 
citizens in this district should provide a better house for school pur- 
poses. We can hardly see how any child can love school in such 
an uncomfortable house, and with such unpleasant surroundings. 
This was a good school in all respects. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Miss Sarah J. Howe was teacher during both terms. Judging 
from what we saw at the close of the Summer term, we should pro- 
nounce the school a failure, yet a few of the parents think their 
children did tolerably well.. The teacher says in her report, that 
‘“‘the scholars were prompt in recitation.” They were only prompt 
at the examination, to say they did not know. There is, however, 
reason to believe that many of the scholars lacked a disposition to 
do as well as they might. The Winter school was much more suc- 
cessful, and the examination was quite satisfactory. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


The prudential committee of this district thought best to employ 
Miss Mary J. Sargent, who had before successfully taught this 
school. Miss S. labored patiently and lovingly for the advance- 
ment of her pupils, and so far as we know, to the general satisfac- 
tion of her patrons. Some of the scholars were not very ambitious 
to learn, but those who studied well made good improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


The Summer school was taught by Miss Priscilla A. Kimball, 
whose first effort as teacher was in her own district. She com- 
manded the respect of her pupils, and secured obedience to. whole- 
some rules. It is seldom that a young teacher succeeds so well in 
all respects as did Miss K. She evinced judgment and tact in the 
management of her school, and gave evidence of good ability as an 
instructor. The improvement of the scholars was good. 

Mr. Charles E. Harrington, also a resident in the district, had 
charge of the school in Winter. Under his instruction rapid im- 
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provement was made. With a teacher so thorough and practical, 
and scholars so ready to yield obedience and apply themselves to 
study, there could possibly be no failure. The examination was as 
near perfection as any we have ever witnessed. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


In this district we found a small school under the instruction of 
Miss Susan J. Hardy. ‘This was Miss H’s first school, in the man- 
agement of which she manifested both skill and judgment, and 
evinced an energy of character, and an aptness for teaching, which 
we think will insure her success in a larger school. The adyance- 
ment shown by the scholars at the closing examination was very 
good. The register was correctly and neatly kept, and her report 
spoke highly of the good conduct and studious habits of the scholars. 

The Winter term was successfully taught by Miss Priscilla A. 
Kimball. The pleasant and orderly manner in which this school 
was conducted, and the explicit and attractive manner in which 
Miss K. illustrated those branches she was called to teach. places 
her in the rank of our most useful teachers. The advancement 
made was as good as we have found in any school whose term was 
but eight weeks. The instances of tardiness as reported by the 
teacher, amounted to but one for each scholar during the term. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


First term, Maria S. Morrill, teacher. This is a large school, 
composed of many different grades of scholars, and it requires great 
labor and energy to keep them orderly and interested. The teacher 
seemed interested a and worked hard for the advancement of her 
pupils; and had they all. taken hold with the same energy, this 
term must have been an entire success. There seemed a lack on 
the part of some to co-operate with her, and consequently a part of 
her labor was lost. Yet fair order seemed to have been maintained, 
and at the closing examination those present recited creditably, and 
showed good progress ; proving that all who would, could improve. 

The winter term was, for the fifth time, under the instruction of 
Mr. Thomas B: Richardson, which is conclusive evidence of his 
popularity in the district and of his success as a teacher. There 
are many influences operating against the best interests of this 
school, and none but a teacher of experience possessing energy of 
character and a love for the profession of teaching could accomplish 
the good results attending Mr. R.’s efforts. Scholars who can boast 
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of attending a singing school, a concert, a dance or a party every 
evening in a week, cannot be expected to have the highest interest 
in the studies of the common school. We spent a whole day in the 
review of the classes at the close of the term, and can speak in’ 
praise of the proficiency and good’ conduct evinced by most of the 
scholars. The attendance at this term has been better than usual 
for this school. | 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


First term. Miss Sarah E. Perry, teacher. This was Miss Per- 
ry’s first term as teacher, but it was a complete succes. Perfect or- 
der was maintained without undue severity, which with perfect les- 
sons, was the key to her success. All seemed to take a lively in- 
terest in the school, and many of the classes reviewed without a 
failure. 

Second term. Miss Emma W. Rand, teacher. ‘This is the sec- 
ond time Miss Rand has had charge of this school, and we believe 
in each case, has given general satisfaction. Good progress was 
made during this term in most studies pursued, and a general inter- 
est and good feeling seemed to be manifested throughout the school. 
Declamations and recitations were creditably performed at the clos- 
ing examination of each term. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


One term. Miss H. Manie Straw, teacher. A good instructor, 
and an orderly and profitable school. Good progress in all studies 
pursued. The mathematical classes, in particular, showed that no 
labor or pains had been spared with them. | 


DISTRICT NO. 138, 


This school was under the instruction of Miss Sarah A. Morse. 
in summer, and Mr. Charles Putman in winter. We believe that 
both of these teachers did all they could to advance the interests of 
their pupils. _Miss M. entered this school without experience, but 
gave evidence of good ability as an instructor. A ready scholar, 
with love for her vocation, her scholars, could hardly fail to im- 
prove, 

Mr. P. had for the most part, well disposed and studions schol- 
ars, which made a pleasant and profltabte school. 


DISTRICT NO. 14. 


The summer term in this district was tanght by Miss Angela 
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Kilborn of Webster. The school was very small; the whole num- 
ber of scholars reported was only five, and two only were present 
at our format visit. ‘These showed a very good improvement. 

_ The winter term was taught by Miss Sarah U. Kimball. The 
progress made by the scholars was very good. A great amount of 
real instruction was imparted by the teacher. | 


DISTRICT NO. 16. 


First term. Miss Hattie M. Tucker, teacher. This term was 
too short to be marked by any great advancement. But little can 


be accomplished by any teacher in a strange school, in the short pe- 
riod of six weeks. Yet at our last visit, the scholars seemed quite 
interested, and showed a good degree of proficiency. One scholar 
excelled in mental arithmetic, a study much neglected in our schools. 

Second term. Miss H. Ella Rowell, teacher. The progress in 
this school was all that could be expected in so short aterm. Teach- 
er and scholars acquitted themselves with credit. We would ree- 
ommend to this district, that they have but one term of school, with 
perhaps a short vacation. 


DISTRICT NO. 17. 


This school, during both terms, was under the instruction of Miss 
Eva F. Burnham. ‘This was the teacher’s first school, yet she suc- 
ceeded remarkably. well. The order was perfect, and the method 
of instruction good. The scholars were studious and respectful so 
far as we could see, and the examinations at the close of each term 
gave evidence of thorough teaching, and close application. 


DISTRICT NO. 18. 

. We,found a very pleasant school here under the charge of Miss 
Abby Morse. Miss M. is an able teacher, and her manner of in- 
structing appeared eminently adapted to this school. Earnest and 
faithful in her calling, she seems to impart a good degree of ambition 
and zeal for improvement to her pupils. The gentle and pefsever- | 
ing manner of the teacher, and the prompt and willing obedience of 
the scholars, rendered the school very attractive. The proficiency 
made by the scholars in the: different branches was very good. 

The winter term was taught by the same teacher, with very sim- 
ilar success. 
DISTRICT NO. 19. 
For several successive terms this school has been well instructed 
by Miss Clara A. Dustin, and we think we have never seen it more

prosperous or show a better degree of improvement than was man- 
ifested by this school at the close of the summer term. The teach- 
er, in her.register report, says, ‘“This has been, in most respects, a 
pleasant term. The scholars have been kind, obedient and atten- 
tive to their studies. The parents seemed interested in the school, 
although they failed to manifest it by their visits to the school-room ; 
not one having been present during the entire term, yet they gener- 
ously boarded the teacher in their families to increase the length of 
the term.” Miss D. returned us one of the most neatly kept and 
best filled registers that we have received this year. 

The winter school was also taught by Miss Dustin, who seemed 
to labor with her usual energy and interest for the improvment of 
her scholars, but owing to irregular attendance on the part of some 
of the scholars, and want of interest manifested by others, the re- 
sults were not so good as attended her summer school. 


DISTRICT NO. 20. 


First term. Miss L. Arvilla Curtice, teacher. The teacher 
seemed mild and affable with her pupils, and willing to work for 
their benefit. Some seemed to appreciate her kindness, while with 
another class a stricter discipline would, we believe, have been ad- 
vantageous. ‘The first class scholars were orderly, made good pro- 
gress, and were ornaments to the school. All of the classes exam- 
ined quite satisfactorily. | 

Second term. John §. Daniels, teacher. The progress of this 
school was greatly retarded by irregular and non-attendance. The 
term was short. Many of the scholars did not enter at the com- 
mencement. Sore left before the close. Such scholars derived but 
little benefit from the school. The teacher seemed disposed to do 
his whole duty toward the school, and those who attended regular- 
ly bore a good examination. ‘The teacher in his report speaks well 
ef the conduct of the scholars toward him. 


DISTRICT NO. 21. 


First term. Miss Amanda W. Merrill. teacher. This school. 
. seemed like a little family circle, few in numbers, yet all busy.— 
Good progress was made in all classes, the most marked of which 
were reading and spelling, two very essential branches of an educa- 
tion. 

Secend term. Miss-Addie M. Dow, teacher. A small school, 
yet the teacher gave it a full share of her attention, and the improve- 
ment was quite satisfactory. 
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DISTRICT NO. 24. 


The Summer school was taught by Miss Lizzie E. Smart, a for- 
mer teacher. It is seldom that a teacher shows greater love for her 
calling, or more enthusiasm in it, than did Miss S. It is enough to 
say that she met with her usual good success. Lessons were well 
learned, and thoroughly understood. In the death of Miss Smart, 
we have lost one of our best teachers. 

Winter term. Miss Ellen H. Sargent, teacher. This school was 
only visited once, and then seemed to be doing well. We cannot 
speak definitely of results, but from what we have known of Miss 
S.as a teacher previously, and from our knowledge: of the school, 
we have no doubt but what this was a profitable term. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


We wish to improve this occasion to offer a few general remarks, 
which, although they may not be much heeded, are at least greatly 
needed. It is of the utmost importance that in all our undertak- 
ings we should be sure to start right. 

This is just as true in respect to our schools, as in anything else. 
Every voter should feel it his duty to attend the school meeting, and 
to act when there. Especially should this be the case with those 
who have children to attend school. See to it that competent per- 
sons are selected for the office of Prudential Committee. Vote for 
no man because it is his turn to hold the office, or because he wants 
it. Neither shirk the responsibility of the position yourself. Make 
choice of the best men in the district, those most interested in the 
moral and intellectual culture of the young,—who will not engage 
the first person who offers his services, because it will save time 
and expense in looking for a good teacher. If you are not willing 
to do this, be sure that you never find fault with others who occupy 
this position, or with the teacher whom they may select. You are 
verily guilty yourself if you have not discharged your own duty in 
this respect, and should not feel at liberty to cast the first stone. 

Political differences should be lost sight of in school meetings.— 
it sometimes happens that some one has a favored pet, a relative, 
perhaps, for whom he wishes to obtain a situation as teacher, and 
intrigues and electioneers to secure the position of committee, that 
he may reward his friend at the expense of the district. This course 
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usually causes trouble. Some are dissatisfied and throw all possi- 
ble obstacles in the way of the teacher’s success, and the school, if 
not a failure, is greatly injured. 

Keep family and neighborhood quarrels out of the school. Why 
visit the iniquities of the fathers and mothers upon the children? 

One of the most common, as well as one of the worst ways of em- 
barrassing a teacher, arid injuring the school, is by unkind and slurring 
remarks in regard to the teacher’s character, capacity for teaching, 
&ec., by parents in the presence of their children. We think we 
have witnessed this in one or two instances the past year. The 
motto, ‘‘Speak well or not at all,” should be heeded by parents in 
the presence of their children. 

In many of our schools. one-half of the tact, ingenuity and labor 
of the teacher is required to keep order. Take away this burden 
and then there will be a marked difference in the progress of our 
schools. 

It was formerly the custom of some parents, when their children 
were punished in school, to give them a second flogging at home.— 
We would suggest as an improvement, that children be so well 
trained at home, that they shall not need the first punishment in 
scheol. Home influences should, and ina great degree do, govern 
our schools. Children who are well trained at home, rarely give 
their teachers trouble. 

In many of our schools, female teachers only are employed. 
If such teachers prove worthy and acceptable in the first term, they 
should if possible be secured for the second, for they will be able to 
accomplish much more for the school than a stranger. 

It should be borne in mind that all good scholars -do not make 
good teachers. Parents, who have given their children good privi- 
leges, should not be offended with committees if good reports are 
not always given. <A good education is but one of the requisites 
for a good teacher. 

There is too much tendency to introdnce the higher branches in- 
to common schools, to the neglect of those which legitimately be- 
long there. 

More money is needed for schooling. We only raise the same 
amount as formerly, while the cost of living in the last few years 
has more than doubled. Teacher’s wages should be raised in pro- 
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portion. In most of the districts, too, we need longer schools. Let 
us have more money for the education of our children.
